Tevin Lee seemed to be a West Side teen head- 
ed in the right direction, graduating from high 
school and working this summer at a church in 
a job designed to help prevent community vio- 
lence. Charles Norman, who worked with Lee 
in the anti-violence 
program, described 
him as a kid who was 
eager to learn. 

“He was seeking 
out something more, 
something bigger than 
him that he wanted to 
be a part of,” Norman 
said. “He wanted to belong, and he cared. He 
has a big heart.” 

Norman was stunned to learn Thursday 
morning that Lee had been charged in the lat- 
est shooting to rock Chicago—the killing of

11-year-old Shamiya Adams as she sat on the 
floor of a West Side apartment playing with 
friends at a sleepover. A stray bullet traveled 
through about a 12-inch opening in a window 
and struck her in the head. 

Police Superintendent Garry McCarthy said 
witnesses have identified Lee as the gunman 
who fired four or five shots toward that build- 
ing last Friday night “without care or regard for 
the safety of anyone else.” 

Lee, described by McCarthy as a known gang 
member, was trying to retaliate against rival 
gangbangers after an associate had been beaten 
up ina fist fight a few hours earlier, McCarthy 
told reporters at a packed news conference. 

Court records show that Lee, who will turn 
19 next week, has no convictions as an adult. 
He was charged last year with separate misde- 
meanors—one for battery and the other for 
soliciting unlawful business — but both charges 
were later dropped, according to the records. 

In a brief telephone interview Wednesday 
night before the charges were announced,

Teen charged in 11-year-old girl’s murder 


Lee’s mother, Lagenna Boyd, said she had 
learned from a friend that her son was being 
questioned in Shamiya’s murder. 

“I know my baby didn’t do that,” Boyd said. 
“He’s a good child. Not my baby. He don’t do 
stuff like that.” 

Lee is scheduled to appear in Cook County 
bond court Friday on charges of first-degree 
murder, felony murder and aggravated dis- 
charge of a firearm into an occupied building. 

Shamiya’s murder stemmed from an al- 
tercation earlier Friday about a block from 
the shooting scene in the East Garfield Park 
neighborhood, according to a knowledgeable 
law-enforcement source. 

Aboy riding his bike was beaten by a group of 
boys. He told an older brother what happened, 
and later that evening, the brother, Lee and 
others went looking for the group responsible. 
The source said Lee allegedly opened fire at a 
group of boys in the area of the original beating, 
striking Shamiya inside a friend’s apartment in 
the 3900 block of West Gladys Avenue. 
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McCarthy called Shamiya’s murder “haunt- 
ing” because of its similarities to the slaying in 
April of Endia Martin by another 14-year-old 
girl during a fight over a boy. 

“We know the root causes of crime. We 
know about poverty, education, breakup of the 
family unit,” McCarthy said. “But at the end of 
the day, you introduce a gun into a fistfight, this 
is what happens.” 

Dozens of people attended a fundraiser 
Thursday afternoon at Fatso’s Last Stand to 
help Samiya’s mother, Shaneetha Goodloe, pay 
for the funeral on Saturday. 

Both Gov Pat Quinn and Mayor Rahm 
Emanuel showed up and made sizeable contri- 
butions. 

Ina telephone interview, Marian Stevenson, 
Shamiya’s great-aunt, said the quick arrest was 
welcome but bittersweet news. 

“Loss is across the board,” Stevenson said of 
the two families affected. “It’s very senseless...

Frank Thomas doesn’t seem like the kind of 
guy you'd want to mess with. 

But Ozzie Guillen, his teammate at the be- 
ginning and boss near the end of Thomas’ ca- 
reer, said teasing from teammates in the club- 
house fueled the Big Hurt’s fire on the field. 

“We'd make fun of him and that would 
make him better,” Guillen said. “Sometimes 
we'd start playing with him like, ‘Oh my God, 
Ken Griffey Jr. got four hits yesterday, Juan 
Gonzalez got two home runs and {Jason} 
Giambi got three home runs,’ stuff like that. 

“It motivated him to be better and we got 
to see when we teased him that way, we knew 
he was going to have a great, great day.” 

The greatest player in White Sox history 
heads into the Baseball Hall of Fame this 
weekend, a well-deserved honor for a man 
who put up monster numbers in his 19-year 
career. He ranks among the White Sox’s all- 
time leaders in every major offensive category 
except for triples, and his 521 home runs tie 
for him for 18th in baseball history. 

Guillen said he knew Thomas was destined

for big things the moment the slugger de- 
buted for the Sox in August 1990. 

“From the first day you could see his con- 
fidence and know he could play in the big 
leagues,” he said. “That’s not easy to do when 
you come up to the big leagues for the first 
time and you make a first impression and stay 
in the big leagues.” 

Gene Lamont, currently Detroit’s bench 
coach, managed Thomas in 1993 when the 
Sox won the AL West. Ask about his favorite 
memory of the Big Hurt and you can almost 
see him smiling in your mind as he fills out the 
lineup card.

Fire midfielder relishes 
chance to play against 
English club Tottenham

The World Cup is over. Germany won. 
That’s old news. 

But now it’s time to start paying at- 
tention to soccer again. That’s because 
English Premier League team Tottenham 
Hotspur FC is coming to the city this 
weekend for a friendly. The club will play 
the Fire at Toyota Park on Saturday in 
Bridgeview. 

The Fire have their own England native 
and Tottenham player on the team until 
the end of 2014. Grant Ward, 19, is on 
loan to the Fire. Ward is looking forward 
to “everything really” about the match. 

“T always like to play a top team,” Ward 
said. “I think it’s good to try to impress 
the new [Tottenham] coach [Mauricio Po- 
chettino] because he hasn’t seen me yet.” 

The midfielder said he has quite a few 
young friends on the Tottenham squad 
but has enjoyed Chicago since he joined 
the team in March. He was sidelined with 
an injury for the first few months but 
made his Fire debut in May. 

Because of Ward’s experience with Tot- 
tenham, he warns of a few players the Fire 
will need to look out for Saturday. 

“{Midfielder Christian} Eriksen,” he 
said. “I think he came in last season, he’s 
been playing well. There’s a few good 
players to be honest.” 

Ward called Andros Townsend “a very 
good winger” and noted that Younes 
Kaboul, who is just coming back from in- 
jury, is a good defender. 

“Some didn’t travel with the team 
and they have a few good young players 
as well,” Ward said. “A young player do- 
ing very well is Cristian Ceballos. He’s a 
Spanish kid [on the developmental squad 
originally from Barcelonal}.” 

While soccer isn’t as popular in the US. 
as it is in England, the fan base is growing. 

“If it keeps going the way it’s going, it’s 
going to get better,” Ward said. “More ad- 
vertising of iton TV and that so people get 
to see it more. At some of the stadiums [in 
the US.], there’s not much public trans- 
portation, so it makes it more difficult to

time is spent on the developing relationship 
between Jenny and Kelly, as Jenny and friend 
Carson (Lena Dunham) encourage one-time 
novelist/current full-time mom Kelly to 
spend more time writing—even persuading 
her to try an erotic novel. 

“Happy Christmas” has a looseness that 
makes it easily watchable but also a bit 
meandering. Part of the achievement of 
“Drinking Buddies” was the way it merged 
Swanberg’s low-key style with a focused 
examination of romantic uncertainty. 
“Happy Christmas” is sweet and funny and 
always rings true (especially in its depiction 
of family and discussions among its female 
characters), but even a study of an imma- 
ture 27-year-old shouldn't feel like it’s being 
guided with similar indecision. 

Still, I love some of the contradictions 
in “Happy Christmas,” like Jenny knowing 


a book is great even when she doesn’t under- 


stand it and Carson wanting a baby even 
though Jude kind of grosses her out. She’s 
crazy: That kid is so hilarious and cute that 
the movie may land him an agent. Or a toy 
endorsement deal?

has been playing the same part in garbage for 
along time—feebly pretending the film’s use 
of Oren’s 9-year-old granddaughter, a perfect, 
perky angel despite being raised by recover- 
ing heroin addicts, is anything other than 
despicable. 

Written by Mark Andrus (‘As Good as It 
Gets,” the abominable “Georgia Rule”), “And 
So It Goes” resembles the painful “Parental 
Guidance” and repeats Reiner’s last atroc- 
ity, “The Magic of Belle Isle,” in blending 
a bland, family-friendly redemption story 
with remarkably misjudged details. Racist 
jokes are sprinkled throughout. Another gag 
involves kids saying, “The dog and the bear 
are dancing like you and daddy” while a dog 
humps a teddy bear.

to know. What I do know is that an average 
person operating at 10 percent brain capacity 
knows that never, under any circumstance, 
should you tell your mother, “I remember 
the taste of your milk in my mouth.” Mind- 
juiced Lucy (Scarlett Johansson) saying this to 
her mom while using about 28 percent brain 
capacity suggests maybe it’s a good thing that 
number consistently rises throughout “Lucy.”

Chinese baddies insert drugs into Lucy 
as part of a plan that I generously refer to 
as “a plan.” They do not seem to have given 
any thought to what would happen after 
step one. What happens is that Lucy writhes 
around a lot and gains abilities like technol- 
ogy manipulation and forcefield creation 
while Johansson’s blankness—meant to show 
Lucy’s distance from human traits — registers 
only as dull. 

Rather than consider significant advance- 
ments a person of superior intelligence and 
enhanced physical skills could make in only 
a day, “Lucy” writer-director Luc Besson 
(“The Fifth Element”) has Lucy laughably

toast herself (“To knowledge!”) and declare 
time, not numbers, as the only valid unit of 
measure. (She does not comment on numbers 
being the standard way to track time.) Besson 
also shows cheetahs hunting gazelles, in case 
we didn’t understand the intent of bad guys 
collecting innocent people and, later, rhinos, 
frogs and people having sex, in case we didn’t 
know that’s how babies are made. 

The concept of brain expansion frequently 
comes up on screen, recently in the weak 2011 
Bradley Cooper effort “Limitless.” That was 
still better than “Lucy,” which might be unin- 
tentionally hilarious if it weren’t so boring. As 
if his presence automatically makes a movie 
smarter (not true), Morgan Freeman plays 
a brain scholar. Strangely, he neglects to tell 
Lucy that if you can teleport to any place, any 
time, New York’s Times Square should be way 
down on the list. Like, off the list.

Woody Allen goes for easy tricks 


Unlike this week’s 
ridiculous “I Ori- 
gins,” a conceptually 
similar depiction of a 
skeptic faced with the 
possibility of a bigger 
world to believe in, 
Woody Allen’s “Magic 
in the Moonlight” doesn’t take itself seriously. 
This benefits the movie, one of the veteran 
filmmaker’s middle-shelf concoctions. 
The casual approach is also its problem. 
Stanley (Colin Firth) arrives in the south of 
France, recruited by fellow magician Howard 


(Simon McBurney) to do what his pal couldn't: 


expose Sophie (Emma Stone), a young 
American girl claiming to be a medium, as a 
fraud. Howard can’t see through any of her 
“vibrations” or her evidently airtight seances. 
Brice (Hamish Linklater), often seen serenad- 
ing Sophie with a ukulele, has fallen hard for 
her seemingly unexplainable insights. “She’s a 
visionary and a vision,” he tells Stanley, who, 
despite performing his own act as an illusion- 
ist, has long held firm that reality is what you

see and that’s that. “That’s all correct and 
rather amazing,” Stanley says to Sophie after 
she shows that she knows things she couldn’t 
possibly know. “But I don’t buy it.” 

Allen sets up the viewpoints and then 
repeats himself and repeats himself again. So- 
phie’s a wonder; Stanley won't have it. Where 
the movie unconvincingly takes this shows a 
complete lack of interest in the story’s bigger 
questions and an insistence in settling for 
sentimentality, an easy choice for a film that 
romanticizes irrational impulse. 

Astep back from the derivative but spunky 
“Blue Jasmine” (and more proof Allen should 
prioritize quality over quantity), “Magic in the 
Moonlight” is mood lighting in a hotel lobby, 
pleasant and charming in its mild spark and 
well-chosen leads. The older man/younger 
woman rapport doesn’t play here, though. So- 
phie’s given little dimension other than a smile

Foolish ‘I Origins’ will 
make your eyes roll 


At the beginning 
of the absurd “I 
Origins,” Dr. Ian Gray 
(Michael Pitt) says 
that, as a child, he 
realized cameras were 
designed like eyes and 
then became fixated 
on taking pictures of eyes. The day after the 
film opens, I’m attending a wedding in which 
the groom works in optics. I mention this 
because that coincidence is far more mind- 
blowing than anything in this foolishness-in- 
a-lab-coat effort from writer-director Mike 
Cahill (the far superior “Another Earth”). 

The eyes that Ian says change his life 
belong to Sofi (Astrid Berges-Frisbey), an 
exotic, mysterious beauty he meets at a party. 
She says she’s from another planet, sleeps 
with him and runs off without revealing her 
name. A little online and offline stalking later, 
the pair establish a relationship Sofi believes 
originated in a past life. “We're already mar- 
ried in the spirit world,” she says, somehow 
without vomiting.) Ian doesn’t believe in 
that sort of thing—he’s a (lousy) scientist, 
and he needs proof—and their connection 
doesn’t seem that deep. But, hey, this woman, 
whom he says lives in a magical fantasy land, 
is gorgeous and really into him. Her favorite 
field of study is “the stars”! She’s contrived 
long before Ian plops headphones on Soft in 
a Braff-esque move that recalls far more ef-

fective uses of shared music in “Liberal Arts” 
and “Begin Again.” 

Ultimately, the embarrassingly named “I 
Origins” isn’t after romance so much as an 
examination into conflicts between religious 
belief and scientific inquiry that’s even less 
thoughtful than “Heaven Is for Real.” With 
the help of his new lab assistant Karen 
(suburban Chicago-raised Brit Marling), Ian 
wants to prove that eyes, which people of 
faith claim suggest the existence of a higher 
power, can be created in a lab and thus, once 
an origin species has been identified, verify 
evolution. Don’t worry if you didn’t follow 
that. You will follow Karen using the “win- 
dow to the soul” cliche and various characters 
saying “scientifically impossible” three times 
in about five minutes. 

There’s nothing wrong with challenging 
viewers to listen/learn. Karen's right when 
she claims, “Turning over rocks and finding 
nothing is progress.” But the movie doesn’t 
turn over any rocks. The overly hypothetical, 
weakly ambiguous “I Origins” gets tangled in 
scientific gobbledygook from which it never 
escapes, with no actual implications about 
identity. Cahill’s planning a sequel; here’s to 
second chances, I guess.

The cocktails at Bohemian House are stellar. 
I especially enjoyed the Bohemian Bee ($13), 
featuring gin, honey and lemon juice topped 
with a sage leaf, a complex mix of savory, 
spicy sage and piney juniper. Befitting the 
restaurant’s Czech focus, the beer list is well- 
curated, with plenty of crisp lagers, foamy 
pilsners and an especially funky Hop Nosh 
IPA ($7) from one of my favorite breweries, 
Uinta Brewing Co. in Salt Lake City. 


Bottom line 

With its stellar food, beautiful interior and 
well-crafted cocktails, Bohemian House 
might just be one of the best new restaurants 
of 2014. Its chef, Jimmy Papadopoulos, is 
definitely one of the brightest new stars to 
arrive in Chicago in awhile.
